cessity for putting on 60-foot cars. A 
few months ago these were reduced to 
40-foot cars. After the 60-footers had 
been operated for many years. Now, 
the Hitchcock retrenchment adminis- 
tration has not only seen fit to go back 
to the 30-foot cars of almost 20 years 
ago, but has cut the number of clerks 
in half in order to make them corre- 
spond with the size of the cars to be 
used,

Mrs. Childers Widely Popular. 

Mrs. Childers, before her marriage, 
was Miss Jtta Richardson, Gaughter 
of J. Rk. Richardson, a sucessful 
planted near Smithville and with 
business relations in the town of 
Smithville. In her girlhood and young 
womanhood days Etta Richardson was 
popular both because of her mental at- 
taintseints ang her happy, ever pleas- 
ant gisposition. A woman of more than 
ordinary attractiveness, she was a 
recognized favorite wherever she 
went. 

Coming from one of the best and 
oldest families in Lee county, she was 
accepted as a perfect woman. No un- 
kind gossip had ever been heard of 
her. Devoted to her parents and the 
members of her family, she was not 
anxious to leave her parental home, 
so-it was that she was well up in the 
twenties when five months ago she 
became a bride. 

Mort 8. Childers, who won Miss 
Richardson for his bride, did so after 
a long courtship. He is a member of 
an old south Georgia family, too. He 
belongs to the old Schley county 
Childers family, than which none are 
more prominent in the state. 

One of three brothers, he came 
away from his parental home to begin 
his: business career and located here in 
life insurance work, at which he was 
unusually successful.

Motive Lacking. 

No word that would in the slightest 
tarnish Mrs. Childers’ fair name has 
been uttered. A motive to induce 
Kennedy to attempt Mrs. Childers’ life 
cannot be suggested. Mrs. Childers was 
so much older than Kennedy that the 
probability of lave as a cause does 
not appeal to the residents of Smith- 
ville. Neither can the people of that 
section of the county conceive any mo- 
tive the husband might have had for 
bringing about the death of his wife 
of less than five months. 

In Smithville, where all the parties 
to the tragedy lve and are best 
known, Kennedy is by popular ac- 
claim given a clearance card, while in 
the Leesburg section he is so strongly 
suspected that he has been brought 
back from another county on a war- 
rant charging him with having been 
responsible for Mrs. Childers’ death. 
In the Leesburg section rumors con- 
necting Childers with his wife's death 
are not credited, while in Smithville, 
Childers has been openly accused of 
knowing more é¢han he has told.

Husband Was Not at Home. 

Childers was not at home when Mrs. 
Childers took the fatal dose of sal- 
hepatica. Me .iad gone to Leesburg, 
and was expected back at 1 o'clock. A 
train arrived from Leesburg .at that 
hour, but he was not on itt A few 
days before Mrs. Childers’, sudden 
death, Childers ‘brought her a glass 
Of sal-patica, and on the day before 
her death she took two doses. On the 
morning she took a dose before Child- 
ers started for the train going to Lees- 


burg. After Childers had reached the} 


lower stairway, he is gaid by Mrs, Jim 
Cobb, who was in the house, to’ have 
told Mrs. Childers not to forget her 
medicine at noon. 

Childers was expected home on the 
1 o'clock train, and Mrs. Childers had 
Prepared dinner for him.

Frightened 
by Mrs. Childers’ appearance, someone 
asked if she wanted a doctor. Mrs. 
Childers said she did. The phone was 
used to calla physician. : 
Kennedy Hurried for Doctor. 

Young Kennedy was in the house at 
the time. He was told what had 
transpired, and he hurried upon the 
Streets in quest of a Physician. Dr. 
W. T. Simpson, Dr. Smith and Dr. 
Clark were called.in. Dr. Simpson 
found Mrs. Childers on her bed in con- 
tortions. She was in great pain and 
was groaning and moaning pitifully. 
The physicians detected instantly 
strychnine poison. A stomach pump 
was used, and although much of the 
contents were abstracted, drs. Child- 
ers’ life could not be saved. : 

Within Half an hour after swallow- 
ing the poison she was dead. 

As s00n as Mrs. Childers’ alarming 
condition became known, phone con- 
nection with Leesburg was* made to 
advise Childers. There was no quick 
train between Leesburg. and Smith- 
ville, and Childers hired an @utomobile 
for the run, On his way over he. had 
some tire trouble, and when he ar- 
rived Mrs. Childers was dead. 

Before the funéral had occurred con- 
jecturew sa running riot, Rumor had 
it that Childers told his wife that Dr, 
Simpson had prescribed sal-hepatica 
and that was followed by one that Dr. 
Simpson denied he had so prescribed. 
Until after the funeral there was no 
manifestation of Suspicion. 

The air became Surcharged with 
Sossip of all kinds, but still nothing 
tangible was brought out. About the 
time of Mrs, Childers’ tragic death a 
young man named Parrish, who “had 
married a daughter 6f' Professor Pip- 
kins, of Smithville, and who had moved 
to Carrollton, brought his wife back 
to see her parents, sick, Parrish’ in- 
duced young Kennedy. ‘to go to Car- 
roliton to take up his work. Kennedy, 
however, did not need much persua- 
Sion, it is said, at that time, as he 
was fearing arrest on some minor 
charge, Not long after Kennedy went 
to Carroliton his name was brought 
forward as one who might have de- 
sired Mrs. Childers’ death, and that 
talk resulted in his arrest.

TO LEAVE THE NAVY 


No Court Martial Ordered in 
Order to Prevent Great 
Scandal. 


Washington, September 18.—The res- 
ignation from the navy of Lieutenant 
Roy C. Smith was today accepted by 
the acting secretary of the navy, Rear 
Admiral Reginald Nicholson, to take 
effect when Lieutenant Smith arrived 
at his home in Niles, Mich. Tieutenant 
Smith’s resignation is said to have 
been given at the request of Rear Ad- 
miral Murdoch, commanding the 
Asiatic fleet, after a court of inquiry 
had investigated charges of unbecom:> 
ing conduct made against him. He was 
attached to the gunboat Villalobos, 
and his brother officers persuaded him 
to resign rather than cause a naval 
scandal that might result in his trial 
by court-martial, it is said. Phe de- 
partment deferred the effective date of 
the resignation to permit Lieutenant 
Smith to reach his home at govern- 
ment expense.

Cc. & Knight, the New York attorney 
who represented the Eurapean spin- 
ners, and bankers, made a game fight 
against overwhelming odds and won 
the admiration of the assembled Cot- 


ton men for his gameness, though they 


,deprecated his stand and assailed his 


legic. He realized from the start that 
he was talking to men who opposed 
his plan stubbornly. They were men 
who had millions at stake, and whose 
systems of doing business, which had 
taken a lifetime to perfect, were be- 
ing imagined, and they themselves 
placed under suspicion by the demand 
of Mr. Hight’s clients. 

To signal out cotton shipments for 
such exceptional and unique surveil- 
ance and insurance when similar safe- 
guards were not thrown around grain, 
pig iron and cattle, was equivalent to 
stamping the cotton interests of the 
south as unworthy of creditibility, and 
merchants with whom a foreigner 
could trade only at his peril, said those 
present. This view the southern ex- 
porter, banker and cotton merchant 
are détermined to resist. The fact that 
the scheme: was Worked out and finally 
promulgated without consulting the 
southern interests as to their attitude 
had nothing to do with the conven- 
tion’s opposition. It was inherent in 
the conditions which existed. 

Sympathy of Northern Bankers. 

It was not alone the representatives 
of the cotton trade of Atlanta, St. 
Louis, Memphis, Waco, Houston, Dallas, 
Memphis and New Orleans who opposed 
these Liverpool plans. Letters were 
read from a number of northern bank- 
ers, expressing sympathy with the 
stand taken by the south’s cotton in- 
terests. Among them were letters from 
John E. Gardiner, vice president of the 
National City bank, of New York, and 
James B. Forgan, of Chicago, one of 
the foremost bankers of the United 
States, and a member of the legislative 
committee of the American Bankers’ 
Association, in a letter to Solomon 
Wexler, of the Whitney Central bank, 
wrote: 

“The establishment of a bureau in 
New York seems to be a useless ad- 
junct and a method such as certainly 
reflects upon cotton shippers, who 
naturally resent it. No business, and 
especially the banking _business, can 
be maintained by the technical rules, 
or methods. 
methods attempt to take the place of 
due diligence in making investigations 
and of the exercise of good judgment 
based on investigation, they then be- 
come a drag and a hindrance to sound 
business,” 

This point was stressed by various 
speakers. 

_“Know thy customer,” was the warn- 
ing-given the exporters. “Know thy 
dealer,’ ‘was a suggestion for the con- 
sideration of the foreign cotton spin- 
ner. 

Candler Bank Solves Problem, 


The danger of forgery and resultant 
loss which was constantly stressed by 
Mr. Hight in advocating his plan was 
shown to be almost impossible under 
the system of handling cotton bills 
worked out by the Candler bank, of 
Atlanta, in the ordinary course of 
business, as explained by A. P. Coles, 
of Atlanta, vice president of the Cen- 
tra] Bank and Trust Corporation, He 
showed the utter absurdity of an ex- 
pensive validating bureau in New York. 
Mr. Coles made a most interesting ad- 
dress. He told of the Georgia statute 
upheld by the supreme court, which 
holds railroads responsible for the act 
of its agent in issuing a bill of lading. 

The Candler bank had solved the 
whole problem, he said, by being able 
to identify personally the signature of 
every raiircev agent who signed a Dill, 
and by having his personal ‘assurance 
that the bill was- genuine. Then by 
means of conducting its exchange op- 
erations direct with English bankers, 
instead of through New York, it expe- 
&i¢ged busines and was able to put its 
personal guarantee back of every bill 
it accepted for collection. “From our 
standpoint there is no need for this 
extra validation,” he said. 

Though the representatives of every 
phase of the cotton industry gathered 
in the cotton exchange building ‘today 
from every part of the south consid- 
ered aS cumbersome, unnécessary and 
impractical the Liverpool plan advo- 
cated by Mr. Hight, they listened with 
the closest and most approving atten- 
tion to the plan now in actual practice 
by the Candler bank, as explained by 
its vice president, Mr. Cole. 

Several Sharp Colloquies. 

Following Mr. Coles’ talk, it devel- 
oped that Texas had a similar law. 
This plan will undoubtedly be follow- 
ed by bankersin other states who wiil 
urge that this common law liability be 
put into statute form. Mr. Hight in- 
sisted that such state laws were in- 
valid as applied to interstate ship- 
ments, holding that only congress 
could pass such legislation, though 
congress has not yet done go. Several 
of the delegates held that a railroad 
bill of lading is nothing but a floating 
warehouse receipt for certificate of 
deposit, and should be made equally 
as safe as a negotiable paper. 

There were several sharp colloquies 
during the day between Attorney 
Hight, of the Eurnopean interests, and 
cotton. men in tne audience. A situa- 
tion that was tense and even sensa- 
tional was precipitated when Solomon 
Wexler, of the Whitney Central bank, 
rather emphatically intimated a belief 
that a scheme by which the Lioyds of 
London would insure European spin- 
ners against los at a cost of some 3 or 
5 cents a bale premium, was the yeast 
in the whole movement for New York's 
~validation of cotton billsof lading. The 
Lioyds, by this means, hoped to pro- 
tect themselves, he said. 

“You will give me credit for being 
honest in my advocacy,” sharply de- 
manded Mr. Hight. 

“Yes, the plan back of all this agi- 
tation may not be personally known to 
the gentleman here before us, but it 
explains a great deal,” rejoined Mr. 
Wexler. 

Militant Opposition Organized. 

Finally those present not only re- 
solved that they would personally op- 
pose the central bureau validating 
plan, but would organize among their 
several contingencies a “militant oppo- 
sition” to/the plan bechuse it reflected 
upon the rights of southern cotton 
merchants and upon the rights of the 
southern cotton trade. 

Mr. Hight’s threat thatif the central 


would decline to further carry out 
their validating agreement, was dis- 
credited by those present, who insisted 
that the plan was working well, and 
pointed the real solution of the dif- 
ficulty. | 

Among the telegrams read at the 
meeting was one from Inman, Akers 
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they had eyer encountered, and they 
would not submit to it. 

More on Confidence Than Capital, 

Ww. O. Jones ,of Elberton spoke of 
the meeting of the southwestern cotton 
buyers held in Atlanta and of the 
uranimcus opposition to Liverpool's de- 
mands. Stressing the need of dealing 
with reputable firms, he said the cotton 
business was done more on confidence 
than on capital and could not exist two 
days without confidence. 

He adverted to the statement that 
through bills of lading might be-abol- 
ished and European spinners buy only 
bills issued at the ports. He said 
the effect of this would be almost as 
disastrous as if Europe refused to buy 
any American cotton. 

Other speakers charged that the 
Knight-Yanecy frand was discovered 
tw oyears before she Eurupean spinners 
squealed, but they kept quiet, hoping 
to pass their losses on to the other 
fellow. It was the result of buying 
bargains in cotton bills, said one, ‘Chey 
took long risks in.order to get cotton 
a little under the prevailing market 
price,” the result finally was dis- 
astrous.

Laredo, Texas, September 18.— 
Twelve followers of Ricardo Flores 
Magon and three men of the Maderista 
forces representing the federal g0v- 
ernment are reported to have heen 
killed: in a battle fought near the 
town of Camargo, Mexico, last night, 
according to telegraphic advices Tfre- 
ceived here tonight.

I have telegraphed the 
latter and I hereby ask you to give 
instructions that my extorted resigna- 
tion be given back to me and that 
the election be not stolen. The people 
of Quebec East desire to vote and they 
trust you will not take advantage of 
the mistake made.

Laurier’s Statement. 

“It is difficult for me to believe that 
any friend of mine would have been 
guilty of such conduct as alleged in 
the above telegram. I am all the more 
loath to believe it as the candidature 
of Mr. Leduc was never considered 
serious.

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“HURDERING FOES 


Revolutionary Bodies Again Busy 
in Coars Empire 


| Official After Official Has Been 
Killed Recently, Showing 
That the “Reds” Have Re- 
covered From the Blow Dealt 
Them by the Azef Exposure. 


St. Petersburg, Friday, September 18. 
According to pelice reports, the revo- 
lutfonary bodies are showing signs 
of recovering from the staggering blow 
dealt them-two years ago by the ex- 
posure of the dual role of Eugene Azef, 
who was at one time head of the fight- 
ing socialists, and a police spy. The 
revolutionists are now closing up their 
ranks in preparation for a new con- 
gress, Officials say. 

Some time ago Russian police agents 
abroad reported to their government 
indicating that a new outbreawk, at- 
tended with terrorism, was impend- 
ting. Recent acts of violence directed 
against those employed by the govern- 
ment have appeared to give some sub- 
stance to these repotrs. 

Killing Russ Officials. 

‘The assistant prosecutor of St. Pe- 
tersburg, Alexander Skopinsky, was 
murdered in a train on the Simphero- 
pol railroad, August 2, by two men, 
who since have evaded detectives. The 
fact that none of the murdered man’s 
property was taken, led to the belief 
that his death was apolitical act. 
Skopinsky earned the hatred of the 
revolutionists in 1904-07 because of the 
conviction of certain terrorists, who 
are said to have vowed to take his life, 

On. August 12, Paul, the 17-year-old 
son of Commander Kurosh, of the 
cruiser Admiral Makaroff, was mur- 
dered at Oger. On the gve of the as- 
sasSination he received a letter saying 
the Riga fighting ofganization, on the 
demand of the Helsingfors fighting or- 
ganization, wished to inform him that 
he had been sentenced to death “to 
expiate the blood which your worth- 
less father spilled in Helsingfors.” The 
note added that to kill the father 
would be a lesser punishment than 
the suffering over the death of his. son. 
The father, when in command of the 
cruiser Finn, in the Helsingfors road- 
stead, in 1906, did much to suppress 
the Sveaborg mutiny. 

Other Recent Killings. 

Other recent acts are the killing of 
the prison ‘warden Efimoff in Vologda, 
and a series of similar murders. In 
Izhedsk, Byatka province, the assist- 
ant public prosecutor Golokhadastov 
was wounded in the back with a dag- 
ger August 23. Two days later an 
agent of the Okhrana political police 
named Artémenko was killed at Alex- 
androvsk. On August 29, an unknown 
person fired into the bedroom of the 
assistant chief of the gendarmes at

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GENERAL STRIKE 
ON IRISH RAILWAYS 


Troops Are Held in Readiness 


to Prevent Vio- 
lence. 


Dublin, September 18.—A great mass 
meeting of railway employees was held 
tonight and a resolution adopted in 
favor of a general strike on the Great 
Southern and Western, the Great West- 
ern and the Midland Great Western, 
the three principal railroads in Ire- 
land. So serious do the authorities 
regard the situation that thé Dublin 
regiment, absent for practice, has been 
ordered to return to this city. Little 
violence has yet been reported. Royal 
Irish contabulary and the Dublin 
mounted police are guarding the rail- 
way stations. 

Questions of an increase in wages 
or shorter hours does not enter into 
the present trouble. The strike is due 
to the refusal of the three railways to 
accede to the demand of their em- 
ployees that the railways decline to 
handle consignments of timber from 
firms involved in disputes with their 
employees. Men transporting timber 
through the street today were guarded 
by police, but only one attempt was 
made to interfere with their passage, 
and it was quickly suppressed. 

The decision to call a general strike 
was anticipated by railway men, espe- 
cially those connected with the Great 
Southern and Western, with which the 
trouble originated. Enormous quanti- 
ties of produce and other perishable 
freight have accumulated atthe North 
Wall station, the company being ut- 
terly unable to handle the incoming 
supplies. At Queenstown this after- 
noon the whole station staff, with the 
exception of the stationmaster, quit 
work, and the same thing happened at 
Cork, completely tying up traffic. 

There was no cessation of work to- 
night except on the Great Southern, 
which is almost completely tied up. 
The men on the other lines are ex- 
pected to quit tomorrow. 

Cross-channel traffic has been con- 
siderably affected, the Rosslare and 
Fishguard service to England being 
completely blocked. It is expected 
Atlantic traffic from Queenstown will 
become seriously disturbed. Five At- 
lantic liners are due to cali at that 
port this week and it is probable the 
Carmania, due tomorrow, will carry 
all the mails for Liverpool.

PROGRESS OF BAPTIST FAITH 


IN RUSSIA IS TOLD BY F ETLER 


With a number. of out-of-town 
Preachers in attendance and addresses 
by Rev. R. S. MacArthur, president of 
the Baptist World Alliance, ang Wil- 
helm Fetler, the “Russian apostle,” 
Monday morning’s session of the Bap- 
tist Ministers’ Association at the 
First church, on Peachtree street, was 
one of the most interesting in the 
history of the organization. 

Dr. MacArthur, who fs deeply in- 
terested in the new religious move- 
ment in Russia, gave the Atlanta min- 
isters an insight into the work the 
powerful organization of which he is 
the head is doing in the domains of 
the czar. He has studied conditions 
there for more than a quarter of a 
century and is, perhaps, better ac- 
Guainted with the status of religious 
affairs in the lang of the Great Bear 
than any other minister in America. 

Doing Much In the Russias. 

His organization has accomplished 
much, he said, and the Russia them- 
selves, under the leadership of Mr. 
Fetler, have wrought well in the face 
of the nrost distressing and dishearten- 
ing circumstances. 

Dr. MacArthur dwelt at length upon 
the almost iMimitable possibilities for 
the spread of the gospel] in Russia 
and made an earnest plea for the co- 
Operation of the American Baptists in 
the work there. 

He was followeg by Dr. Fetler, who 
held the rapt attention of his audience 
for an hour while he recounted some 
of the experiences of himself and his 
fellow reformers with théir enemies 
in the Greek church and the minions 
of the czar. He told of more than one 
instance where his colaborers had 
been arrested, thrown in prison and 


exiled on the excuse that their work 
for the cause of religion was a menace 
to’ the government. 

Mr, Fetler saig he believed the next 
move of the opposition to his work in 
Russia woulg be to “remove” several 
of the leaders of the movement. He is 
not certain what will happen to him 
when he returns to his home, he said, 
although a prison sentence or, per- 
haps, exile, will not surprise him, 

The work begun by the Baptists in 
his country is spreading rapidly, he 
declared, and he is of the opinion that 
if they are allowed to go their way 
unmolested for awhile they will be- 
come so powerful that even the gov- 
ernment will not dare interfere with 
their plans. 

‘ Need Financial Ald. 

He urged upon his hearers the im- 
perative need of financial assistance 
from America if the work in Russia is 
to succeed. He has, he said, secured 
promises of quite a sum of money 
since his arrival in this country, but 
still needs 28,000 to complete the 
tabernacle already begun in St. Peters- 
burg. 

Before the meeting closed a number 
of the ministers present contributed 


to the fund he is raising and pledged 


their support to the work in which he 
ig now engaged. 

Sunday Mr. Fetler delivered an ad- 
dress at the First Baptist church and 
at the close the cengregation con- 
tributed $500 to the fund. 

Tomorrow he and William D. Up- 
shaw will begin a tour of the cities of 
southern .Georgia in the hope of ma- 
terially increasing the fund. He ex- 
pects to have the tabernacle com- 
pleted by Christmas and, in the event 
hia dream is realized, Dr. MacArthur 
will assist in thé dedication of the 
temple at that time.

DEMANDED BY MILLS 


Auanahe Buyers to Enforce the 
Rule Reducing Tare 
on Cotton. 


Augusta, Ga., September 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)\-The Augusta Cotton Exchange 
today ordered circulated and enforced 
at once the iollowing resolution sign- 
ed by twenty-three mills, buyers and 
exporters: 

“In meéting today, we hereby agree 
that the rules promulgated governing 
tare on cotton (i. e.) not exceeding 7 
yards 2-pound bagging and 6 bands 
not é6éxceeding 9 pounds per bale), will 
be enforced rigidly for the season 
Of 1911+12, beginning September 1. 

“And it is further understood and 
agreed that all bids or offers made for 
cotton is based upon these rules. 

“We further beg to advise that all 
bales carrying excess bagging or 
bands, as per rules referred to, will be 
rejected, and replacement will be re- 
quired: The penalty of 50 cénts per 
bale is hereby waivéd.”’

WEST GEORGIA FIELDS 
ARE NOW SNOWY WHITE 


Heavy Rain Would Do Great 
Damage to Cotton—Top 
Crop Very Light. 


Columbus, Ga., September 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It has been many years since 
the cotton fields of west Geurgia were 
as white this early in the fall as at 
present. 

Field after field is a solid mass of 
fleecy whiteness, and in many places 
it would appéaf that the extremely 
hot weather has popped open prac- 
tically every boll on the plant.

Labor i8 working to the limit on 
all the plantations, and steady progress 
is being made in changing the color 
of the cotton fields from white to 
brown.

Welborne Was Murdered, 


Inquest Begun Yesterday After- 
noon, But Little Light Thrown 
on Mysterious Death of the 
Young Man—His Week’s Pay 
Disappeared. 


In a manner so mysterious that the 
coroner's jury is still at work on the 
case, Forrest Wellborne, aged 24 
years, died yesterday morning at the 
Grady hospital. It is the theory with 
members of the coroner’s jury that he 
was “doped” and robbed, and, being 
in a baq condition physically, din’t 
recover from the effects of the drug. 

That poison was the cause of the 
young man’s death ig a fact stated by 
physicians at the Grady hospitai. Foul 
play is suspected by the police depart- 
ment and detectives have been as- 
signeqg to the case. 

Wellborne was carrieq in a cab late 
, Sunday night to the home of his broth- 
er at 73 Tennille street, where he had 
been boarding. Homer McCord, a 
companion of Forrest, was the only 
one with him, apd he admitted lack of 
knowledge of the cause of his friend’s 
condition. 

When brought home Wellborne was 
in a state of coma. Thinking him 
drunk, Mrs. Wellborne saig that Mc- 
Cord was not disturbed’ about the 
young man’s condition, but that when 
she failed to-detect any suspicious odor 
about her son's breath, she grew ex- 
cited, but was quieted by members of 
the household, who were also of the 
belief that the unconscious youth was 
in a drunken stupor. 

Yesterday morning, when Wellborne 
failed. to revive, his mother notifled 
the Grady hospital ang the ambulance 
was sent for him. He was placed on 
the operating table, dying ten minutes 
later. 

Little is known of Weilborne’s move- 
ments late Sunday night. However, at 
the coroner’s injuest, which began 
Monday afternoon, adjourning at dark 
until 2:30 o’clock this afternoon, it 
was developeg that he had been -drink- 
ing early Sunday evening. This testi- 
mony was given by a friend, who, 
while in Forrest’s company, became 80 
drunk, as he himself stated, he could 
not walk and had to go to bed, leav- 
ing Wellborne on the streets. 

Conld Not Find McCord. 

For appearance at the _ inqquest 
Monday Homer McCord could not be 
found. However, he will be sub- 
poenaed today. His testimony is ex- 
pected to throw much light on the 
mystery. According to Mrs. Well- 
borne, the mother of the dead youth, 
Forrest was brought home in a cab by 
McCord late Sunday. night. McCord 
told her he had foung Forrest in the 
hands of two policemen, who were 
awaiting an ambulance at the 
corner of Decatur and Pryor streets. 
Thinking him drunk, he asked and was 
allowed to, carry the boy home in a 
cab, 

No testimony to that effect was 
given by the policemen who were on 
the Decatur and Pryor streets beat. 
However, other officers are yet to be 
examined, 

Believe He Was Doped ang Robbed. 

It is the theory of the detectives that 
Wellborne was “doped’’ by thugs for 
the purpose of robbery. ‘This is given 
part substantiation by the absence of 
his salary when brought home sSun- 
day night. He had drawn it Saturday 
night and had it when he left home 
Sunday morning. When brought home 
by McCorg his pay envelope, empty, 
was found in the inner coat pocket, He 
had no money about him. 

The detectives are of the belief that 
he fell in with a crowd of thugs, and 
while drinking heavily, let the amouni 
of money he possessed be known. The 
result, as is the opinion of the police, 
was that someone placed “dope” in 
Wellborne’s whisky, and being in a 
bag condition physically, he could not 
recover from the drug. 

Wellborne was employed with the 
Hagan & Dodqg Company. He is sur- 
vived by his mother and several broth- 
ers and sisters.

‘Discuss the Work 


| Mre Being Consid- 
ered at This Session--LaDow, 


Causes Most Downfalls. 


The first authentic information is- 
sued concerning actions of the Atlanta 
federal parole board, now in session 
at the United States penitentiary, was 
given a representative of The Consti- 
tution yesterday morning, when Rob- 
ert V. LaDow, superintendent of pris- 
ons, department of justice, Washingt 
ton, and Warden William H. Moyer 
of the Atlanta penitentiary, told of 
the work of the board during the past 
year, and of the results attained. The 
names of the prisoners whose applica- 
tions are now being considered could 
not be divulged, but the assurance was 
given that no prisoners of prominence 
woulq have their applications passed 
upon at this session. 

“The hardest time for the released 
prisorfer is the first day after leaving, 
the prison,” Mr. LaDow declared 
“Probably he has been in there sever- 
a' years, during which time he has lost 
practically all touch with the world. 
He is given five dollars,,a suit of 
clothes, and some good advice when he 
becomes a free man. He goes out into 
the world, unknown, and in most cases, 
friendless. He knows not where to go, 
he can get no employment. Is it any 
wonder then that he reverts to his old 
criminal state, losing all sight of good 
resolutions and intentions? The world 
judges such as he too harshly. The 
prison pallor does not, by any means, 
always denote that under the close- 
cropped hair exist criminal thoughts, 
for in the majority of cases the prison- 
er leaves the penitentiary with fullest 
intentions of leading an upright life. 
Scciety is to blame for his downfall 
in such a case.” 

The Application of the New Idea. 

Sinee the days when the theft of a 
few shillings was punished by death 
the convicted felon has been treated

He becomes 
independent, fills a place in the world, 
and at the expiration of his sentence Is 
actively at work in some settled busi- 
ness and probably has many friends 
made during his six Years of proba- 
tion.” 

That the board of parole is not only 
a judicial but also a friendly body 
wihferein prisoners are concerned ids 
shown by an extract from rules gov- 
érning prisoners on parole: 

“He will not drink intoxicating bev- 
erages of any kind; that he will not 
associate with persons of bad reputa- 
tion; that he will in“all respects con- 
duct himself honorably and work dili- 
gently and honestly for himseif and 
his employer; and that he will live and 
cemain at liberty without violating the 
la wes.”’

Stolypio Succumbs to Injuries 
Inflicled by Assassin,

Several Times 
That He Felt Death Stealing 
Upon Him---Scores of Friends 
of the Assassin 
Arrest. 


Kiev, September 18.—The. Russian 
premier, Peter A. Stolypin, died tonight 


from bullet wounds received at the} 


hands of an assassin during a gala 
performance at the Municipal theater 
Thursday evening. The official time 
of his death was announced as 10:12 
p. m. (5:12 p. m. New York time). 
Almost until the lastu.the premier 
was conscious, and for half an hour 
during the early part of the evening} 
his wife alone was at his bedside. 
Toward the end Stol¥pin suffered 
gredtly. He groaned incessantly, and 
therw himself about the couch on 
which he lay. Finally the heart ac- 


tion became weaker, and as the body r 


grew cold the premier-realized death 
was overtaking him. At a lucid inter- 
val a priest administered extreme 
unction. The: metropolitan flavian 
blessed and consoled him in the last 
moments. 

“Light Up,’ Said Dying Man. 

Half an hour before his death Stoly- 
pin asked the doctors to turn him on 
his side. He died surrounded by sev- 
eral of his relatives and state officials. 

All hope for tHe premier’s recovery 
was abandoned this moxning. , Satur- 
day night indications of peritonitis 
were noted. The bulletin issued by the 
attending physicians early this even- 
ing declared the patient's condition 
was hopeless. 

Premature reports of the premier’s 
death were current for hours before it 
occurred, Several missions and em- 
bassies were misled by the reports 
and notified their governments. The 
authorities at first decided to conceal 
the news of the premier’s death until 
morning, fearing anti-Jewish out- 
breaks. This was found to be impos- 
sible, and after the announcement was 
made all the attention of the authori- 
ties was centered in the protection of 
the Jews. 

Jews in a Panic. 

Representatives of the Jewish com- 
munity were panic-stricken, and 
begged for protection, and - 30,000 
troops were poured into Kiev to pre- 
vent excesseS. The city is depressed 
but calm. M. Kokovsoff, minister of 
finance, who was appointed acting pre- 
mier after M. Stolypin was shot, sent 
a peremptory circular to the various 
governments on the maintenance of 
order. It is stated on excellent au- 
thority that M. Kokovsoff will be ap- 
pointed premier. 

An autopsy will take place early to- 
morrew morning, after which the pre- 
mier’s body. will be embalmed. Bm- 
peror Nicholas left the Chernigov to- 
night for Kiev. 

Governor General Trepoff has issued 
a public notice’ that disorder will not 
be tolerated, and stringent regulations 
are published. forbidding the carrying 
of arms. It is officially announced 
that the maneuvers are ended, and 
that the troops are returning to Kiev. 
Outgoing trains. are crowded, and 
double trains and extra trains are 
leaving Kiev every hour. Hundreds of 
well-to-do Jews are departing from 
the city. 

One hundred and fifty arrests of 
lawyers and other acquaintances of 
Dmitry Bogroff, the man who shot 
Stolypin, have been made in Kiev. 

Bogroff today furnished the authori- 
ties with valuable clues. The origi- 
nal confident behavior of the prison- 


he is now receiving medical treatment. 

Bogroff is believed to have belong- 
ed to a new autonomous revolutionary 
group, the aim of which is to assassi- 
nate individual statesmen. 

Bogroff has declaréd he held M. Sto- 
lypin as one of the most pernicious 
men of the state. 

There is a story that the revolution- 
aries put Bogroff in a dilemma, where 
he had to kill Stolypin or be killed 
himself (Bogroff chose the first alter- 
native) aS’ penalty for alleged infideli- 
ty to the “Reds.”

On the Moroccan Question.

Reach Decisive Stage.

Feeling among 
French statesmen appear to be that 
they have offereq Germany more than 
French public opinion will approve aft- 
er the present strain relaxes.

ls Sounded by Borden 


Leader of Conservatives Boldly 
Says Ultimate Result of Reci- 
procity Will Be the Commer- 
cial and Fiscal Union of Can- 
ada With the United States. 


Halifax, Nova Scotia, September 18.— 
R. L. Borden, the opposition: leader, 
issued a final appeal to the people of 
‘Canada tonight to defeat reciprocity. 
The appeal, in the form of a signed. 
statement, declares the people now un- 
derstand they are called upon to de- 
termine not a mere question of mar- 
kets, but the destiny of Canada. 

He appeals to liberals and conserva- 
tives alike, and says he speaks not as 
@ party leader, but as a Canadian citi- 
zen whose hopes are bound up with 
the hopes of his country. . 

While he says the outlook is full of 
hope, he believes “that we are in truth 
standing at the parting of the ways,” 
and he therefore begs the people to 
cast a soberly considered vote “for the 
preservation of our heritage, for the 
maintenance of our commercial and po- 
litical freedom and for thé .perma- 
nence of Canada as an autoOnomdus na- 
tion within the British empire.” 


Borden’s Statement. 


Mr. Borden's statement follows: 

“To the People of Canada: As this 
campaign closes ang the solemn duty 
confronts us of deciding for all time 
the most momentous question ever 
submitted to the Canadian electorate, 
I declare with perfect sincerity to my 
fellow countrymen that the outlook is 
full of hope. The keen attention 
which the people have given to the 
discussion of this question has made 
the few' weeks of this campaign far 
more revealing than months of ordi- 
nary debate, Throughout this domin- 
ion the electorate now understand that 
they are called upon to determine not 
a mere question of markets, but the} 
future destiny of Canada, perhaps of 
the empire. 

“Even for the economic side the 
reciprocity compact is but a step in a 
Sreater process. On either side of the 
boundary line its advocates realize 
perfectly that in its final outcome 
this treaty undoubtedly means the 
commerciat and fiscal union of Canada 
with the United States. The chief 
magistrate of our powerful neighbor 
on the south has warned us in lan- 
guage of unmistakable import that the 
consummation of this treaty will for- 
ever prevent the consolidation of our 
empire. With profound insight and 
clear vision he has made the memor- 
abie declaration that if Canada ac- 
cepts this compact she can never be- 
come a part of that great imperial 
commercial band, which, as he antici- 
pates, will reach from England aroung 
the world to England again. Wemust 
make our esse between reciproci- 
ty within the empire and reciprocity 
with the United States and flet -us 
never forget that Canada cannot ‘Be- 
come fiscally and commercially a. part 
of the United States and remain po- 
litically a part—and an important 
part—of the British empire. 


Fears Waste of Resources, 


“Can there be any doubt that this 
compact will result in prematuvely dis- 
Sipating these abounding resources 
which we hold not alone for our own 
use and profit, but in trust also for 
those who are to succeed us? Are we 
not bound in honor to transmit free 
and unimpaired to our descendants the 
marvellous heritage which our fore- 
fathers won and held in the face of 
difficulties and obstacles today un- 
known? Will the people of Canada 
willingly decree that so splendid an 
inheritance shall pass. into other 
hands their own? 

“The relations created by this cém- 
pact will increase three-fold the power 
of the United States over our commer- 
clal destinies. Less than two years 
ago, by the threat of prohibitory du- 
ties they forced our government to 
alter our tariff. Do not imagine that 
the spirit which compelled this un- 
Warranted concesion to our powerful 
neighbor will die on the morrow of its 
first great success. If we accept this 
compact, We must anticipate qa renewal 
of the attempt. Where is our guar- 
antee that the renewed pressure will 
be met by any firmer fashion than be- 
fore? We recognize our constant duty 
to maintain the most friendly rela- 
tions with the great neighboring na- 
tion, but I ask you,to believe that such 
relations can best be assured if we 
preserve in fullest measure our pres- 
ent fiscal independence and autonomy. 

“Above all, do not forget that the 
momentous choice which you must 
make is for all time. If the tariffs of 
the two countries are interlocked by 
this treaty, be assured that the strong- 
‘er party will always carry the key. 


At Parting of Ways. o 


“I believe that we are, in truth, 
standing today at the parting of the 
ways. This compact, made in secret 
and without mandate, points, indeed, 
to a new,path. We must decide wheth- 
er the spirit of Canadianism or conti- 
nentalism shall prevail on the northern 
half of this continent. Today Canada 
is the mistress of her destiny. She 
commands both the Atlantic and the 
Pacific; she holds the highways of the 
world. Outside of the United Kingdom, 
she is the most important unit of the 
whole British system; which extends 
beyond every sea and throughout every 
continent and governs no less than one- 
fifth of the entire human race. With 
Canada’s rapidly increasing population, 
the marvelous material resources, her 
spirit of hopefulnéss and energy, .she

SCARE OF STORM 
CHECKS SELLING 


Cotton Market Was Irregular 
But Generally Lower—Sep- 
tember Unchanged. 


- = 


New York, September 18.—The prob- 
ability of unfavorable weather restrict- 
ed aggressive selling in the cotton 
market today, but fresh buying for 
long account was discouraged by con- 
tinued -reports of easier spot markets 
in the south, with the result a quiet 
and somewhat irregular, but generally 
lower market, which closeg steady, net 
unchanged to 9 points lower; Septem- 
bér being unchanged while later 
months were from 6 to 9 points below 
the closing figures of yesterday. 

The market opened barely steady at 
@ decline of 3@7 points, in response to 
lower Liverpool cables and over Sun- 
day selling orders, which had evident- 
ly been attracted by the easier tone of 
Saturday’s market. Leading bull brok- 
ers gave just about enough support to 
absorb these offerings and during the 
middle of the morning prices rallied 
8 or 4 points from the lowest, on ap- 
prehensions that the tropical storm re- 
ported east of Jamacia might work in- 
to the cotton belt, but there was no 
broadening of demand on the advance 
and the market later weakened again, 
under southern selling and local pres- 
sure following unfavorable spot ad- 
vices from the south. This decline car- 
ried prices into new low grounds of 
the mavement with October selling off 
to 11.20 and January to 11.27 or from 
8 to 19 points below the closing figures 
of yesterday, but with the weather 
outlook uncertain, sellers were not ag- 
gressive in following prices down e#® 
Subsequent fluctuations were irregular. 
Profit taking by scattering shorts 
Caused only slight reactions, however, 
and closing prices were within a point 
or two of the lowest. 

Aside from the possibility of unfav- 
Orable weather there seemed to be. lit- 
tle interest in the day’s developments 
that figured in bullish arguments, 
while the increasing receipts, reports 
of lower southern spot markets and 
unfavorable financial and political con- 
ditions abroad, were all used as a ba- 
sis of predictions of lower prices. Ru- 
mors that leading bulls were reducing 
their lines during the early trading 
were denied, and while leading spot 
people were credited with selling dur- 
ing the morning, they were supposed 
to be giving the market some support 
after midday. A private condition re-

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SPEECH OF TAFT 
AFFECTED STOCKS 


Sharp Reaction in Prices Is 
Caused by His Anti-Trust 
| Talk at Detroit. 


: New York, September 18,—Wall 
street suffered today from one og its 
frequent attacks of nervousness over 
the uncertainties of politics. The 
source of uneasiness-on this occasion 
was President Taft’s speech at Detroit 
in regard to the enforcement of the 
anti-trust law. This jnfluence was suf- 
ficient to bring about a sharp reaction 
in the. stock market. The handsome 
gains recorded on Saturday were cross 
ed off the list in-short order when trad- 
ing was resumed today. Later.in the 
session, however, 
stronger. Losses were gradually re- 
covered and at the close some stocks 
ruled slightly above Saturday’s final 
figures. 

In spite of the morning’s decline 
there was no important liquidation and 
with the memory of Saturday’s route 
still fresh, bear traders were cautious. 
Business accordingly became dull. The 
declines were due to some extent to 
careful short selling. 

The action of the market was dis- 
appointing to trades who had expected 
a cortinuation of the upward move- 
ment. No active demand, however, ap- 
peared this morning and the market 
seemed to sag of its own weight. Sus- 
pension of two financial institutions— 
one in Philadelphia and the other in 
Cincinnati—was not without its senti- 
mental, effect, and furnished ammuni- 
tion of which the bears quickly availed 
themselves. Further reports of gov- 
ernmental action against corporations 
accompanied the decline in United 
States Steel and International Har- 
vester. The latter stock sold down to 
101%, its lowest price of the year. New 
Haven, on the contrary, was excep- 
tionally strong, recovering more than 
8 points of its recent heavy loss. In 
the late trading, the Erie issues were 
the conspicuous features of the list, 
both the common and preferred stocks 
making gains in response to heavy 
buying. 

London bought stocks on the early 
decline, taking perhops 25,000 shares. 
The effect of recent financial condi- 
tions abroad was réflected in the 
Bank of Germany's weekly statement. 
This showed an increase of $42,000,000 
in loans and accounts, apparently as 
a result of calls on the bank for as- 
sistance from institutions which were 
involved in entanglements which 
brought a crisis in the German finan- 
cial world.

Views similar to those entertained by the 
writer were the subject of a leading editorial in 
The Journal of Commerce yesterday, and, con- 
densed, may bear repeating. First, the state- 
ments that ‘‘a clique of bear speculators upun 
the leading exchanges had combined to depress 
the price of eotton and beat the planter out of 
his due’ do not seem to be substantiated by 
facts within our memory. The only successful 
pools have been on the bull side, and the bull 
Campaigfin, starting three years ago, resulted 
finally in almost doubling the price of cotton, 
and the grower most certainly received his share 
of this stupendous and almost unbelievable ad- 
vance. The setback this year was caused, in our 
opinion, chiefly by southern selling; it came from 
every possible direction in May, June and July 
because of the magnificent crop prospects and Was 
ably aided by a group of southern operators and 
the newspapers gave prominent space to the 
‘‘“clean-ups’’ which ‘‘boosted’’ the New Orléans 
bank balances for several weeks. 

*“‘Hold your cotton’’ contains more of an ele- 
ment of speculation than the average man com- 
mits himself to in camtracts; it involves much 
more money and involves his opportunities for 
year and other years. We certainly are 
the growers in their fight for maintained 
prices, our position is well defined and needs no

explanation, but® we believe every individual 
grower should weigh carefully his own circum- 
stances and decide for himself whether or net he 
can, in -justice to himself and family, tamblile 
his entire production. If he is in position to 
withstand loss—small or greate-and can hold his 
cotton and he is able to get a big price for it,’ 
well and good; ff it should decline, the loss falis 
upon him and it must be assumed that he is in 
position to withstand it. 

While we much prefer to remain in the ranks 
of the optimists, it must be borne in mind that 
conditions in the business world are fram from 
satisfactory, and that slackness is spreading from 
one line to another very rapidly, with many re- 
ductions of dividends announced and impending.’ 
Mill people have had wwo very bad years, and 
with consumption lessened hare ery incentive 
to hold back and purehase supplies sparingiy and 
only, as needed, and at such prices as wil! at 
least return a new dollar for an old one. The 
foreign situation is very cloudy; strife or plague 
of various kinds now infect most all the old 
countries,. who were our principal support last 
year, and with our crop one te three weeks 
ahead of last year and seemingly removed “from 
dangers of average date of frost, there seems to 
be considerable piling up of early cotton. ‘The 
signs of the times’’ are reflected also in the 
trans-Atlantic travel; in the past nine months 
75,000 more steerage passengers went ‘‘home’’ 
than in 1910, while the arrivals are 240,000 less 
in the same time. No demand for “‘laber’’ caused 
this. 

Disregarding above facts for growers, traders 
should remember that the contract market is atiil 
heavily eghort, and with the magnificent support 
being steadily rendered by spot and strong bull 
interests, purchases should be made for the time 
being on all weak spots, especially while the 
market holds above lic, and we helieve we can 
advise the time for selling, as we did on June 1i.
